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A HORRIBLE AC- 


CIDENT. 


Wedekind Miner Blown 


to Fragments by Ex- 
plosion of Dynamite. 


A terrible catastrophe, accompanied 


by thrilling and sickening details, took 
place yesterday morning at 11 o'clock 
at the Talk* Ho mine In Wedekind dis- 
trict, five miles from town. 


Paul Connelly, an employe in the 


mine, -was blown to pieces 
and the 


shaft house was scattered In splinters 
to the breeze. 


In justice to John Sparks, The Jour- 


nal desires to contradict the reported 
statement In the Gazette that the ac- 
cident occurred in the Sparks mine. 


The Tally Ho is o^ned by H. D. 


Ramsey and the shaft is located about 
a thousand feet from the Sparki hoist- 
ing works. 


Paul Connelly, the 
man who was 


killed, was working on top and hand- 
ling the horse whim, by which the dirt 
is hoisted. 
The three other miners, 


Harry Ramsey, George Short and Wil- 
liam Gallagher, were in the bottom 
of the shaft, eighty-five feet down. 


Mr. Connelly was priming half a 


dozen shots that were to be flred at 
noon. 
Either a cigarette spark fell 


into the explosives or he set off the 
powerful fulminate of mercury by bit- 
ing a cap to hold the fuse. 
The lat- 


ter fact Is the more tenable from the 
fact that the poor fellow's face and 
right hand were blown off, as would 
naturally result 
from the exploding 


cap. 


A number of men saw the catastro- 


phe. There was a puff of white smoke 
anJ th" all- was filled with flying de- 
bris. 


Not a whole board was left of the 


shaft >>ouse and the curbing of the 
shaft was caved, sending a shower of 
dirt and rock on the miners below. 
Happily the shaft doors were blown 
off else the heave bucket and debris 
uould have fallen on the imprisoned 
miners and added to the fatalities. 


A sickening sight greeted the two 


score miners who immediately rushed 
to the scene from the Wedekind and 
other mines in the immediate vic- 
inity. The shaft doors were all that 
was left of the building. Splinters of 
wood were covered with blood 
and 


brains of the unfortunate miner. -His 
body was frightfully mangled. 
Only 


the back of his head remained on his 
shoulders. 
His right hand was torn 


off. 
His right leg was crushed and 


he was nearly disemboweled. Frag- 
ments of brains and flesh were picked 


up in a tin can from a radius of fifty 
feet.

The imprisoned miners were rescued 


I and were found to be not seriously in- 
Ijured, but slightly scratched.

It was learned that a box of caps | 


and ten or twelve sticks of Hercules | 
powder were set -off by the exploding j 
cap.

The coroner was notified and he 1m- j 


mediately left for the mines and ob- ' 
talned the names of the witnesses, I 
The mangled remains were taken to < 
the morgue at Perkins' Mortuary and j 
an inquest will be held at 10 o'clock 
tomorrow morning. 


The deceased was a capable miner 


and was aged about 35 years. Little 
Is known of his history or family re- 
lations.

The 
news from San Francisco at six o'clock 
last evening was that a furious gale 
was blowing there.

showed that all the telegraph lines be- 
twten Port Costa and Oakland were 
down, and between Colfax and Rocklin 
ihere Is no communication. 


Rain began fallig last night in the 


Sacramento Valley and between Truc- 
'•-ee and Wadsworth. 
This 
coming 


after the recent floods in California 
uid the more recent snow In Nevada 
promises to cause widespread disaster 
on low lying lands. 


Then the precipitation changed to a 


warm, pelting rain which rapidly dis- 
sipated the snow. 


Truckee river began ti rise rapidly 


shortly before midnight and if a warm 
day ensues a flood Is Imminent.

'HERE was no enthusiastic celebration of 


- 
coin's birthday by the Republicans this year- 


They are forgetful or have forgotten their great ^ balances? 
leader. Lincoln's words are quoted by their oppon- 
ents in denunciation of Republicans. One of the 
most striking contrasts between Lincoln and the 
party he founded is shown by a letter he wrote de- 
clining an invirati™ to attend a festival in Boston 
on Jefferson's birthday. 
Pointing out some of the 


differences he observed between the two parties, he 
declared that the Republican party was for the man 
and the dollar, but in times of conflict it was for the 
man beiore the dollar. The debauched aggregation 
masquerading under monopolistic influence as trie 
party of Lincoln stands today for the dollar above 
the man fV'.Ty time. 


In the struggle tlint preceded the war, many 


men who afterwards followed Lincoln, did not agree 
with him ymi the Declaration of Independence that 
s-ood in th .• ivay was attacked arid its sublime as- 
sertions denied. 
To the men who used such argu- 


ment-; Lincoln replied: 


••But, soberly, it is now no child's play to save 


the principles of Jefferson From total overthrow in 
this nation. One would start with great confidence 
that he could convince any sane child that the sim- 
ple propositions of Euclid are true; but, neverthe- 
less, he would fail utterly with one who should de- 
ny the definitions and axioms. 
The principles oi 


Jefferson are the definitions and axioms of free so- 
ciety, and yet they are denied and evaded, with no 
small show of success. One dashingly calls them 
"glittering gelcralities;" nnother bluntly calls them 
"self-evident" lies;" and still others insidiously ar- 
gue that they apply only to "superior races." 


These expressions, differing in form, are identi-
